15. UKRAIN IANS . Aft eft-arrival of the Soviet Army in 1944-1945 
tner.e •..■as a mass "terror against "Ukrainian liberation movement and 
Ukrainians in general . In 1945 all families that war?, connected with 
the UPA were liquidated and oracti&Aly all active Ukrainian element • 
deDorted to Siberia. As one man put it this was a real "Sodoma and 
Gomora". Administration and Kolaoaps were almost completely in hands 
of Russians and Ukrainians from the Eastern Ukraine. The situation in 
this respect somewhat changed in favor of Ukrainians still before 
Stalin's death, and remateaciy tmproaved in 1953-56. 

There are still strong memories of the UPA struggle and. many 
stories ana legends are still oirculatlng among the population. The 
UPA is generally spoken of as great boys who gave he i 1 to both, Germans
